The  Township  Committee  presents  the  following  Re¬ 
port  for  the  year  ending  March  /,  1899. 


SEWERS. 


THE  sewer  system  commenced  in  1894  has  been  completed. 

Commissioners  appointed  under  the  law  are  engaged  in 
determining  the  assessment  for  benefits  chargeable  upon  the 
property  peculiarly  benefited.  When  their  report  is  rendered 
and  confirmed  immediate  provision  should  be  made  for  funding 
that  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  system  determined  to  be  charge¬ 
able  against  the  Township  at  large,  together  with  the  amount 


assessed  upon  property  whose  owners  desire  to  defer  payment 
as  provided  by  law.  The  total  cost  of  the  system  including 
interest  to  July  ist  is  estimated  to  be  $225,060.00.  Negotia¬ 
tions  are  pending  looking  to  the  sale  to  the  Borough  of  Glen 
Ridge  of  that  portion  of  the  system  lying  within  its  boundaries, 
together  with  the  right  of  flowage  through  the  mains  located 
within  the  Township  and  29  per  cent,  of  the  right  of  flowage 
through  the  Orange  outlet  sewer  acquired  by  the  Township  of 
Bloomfield  by  contract  with  the  City  of  Orange.  While  this 
sewer  system  has  involved  a  large  outlay  of  money  we  are  con¬ 
vinced  its  value  is  generally  appreciated.  The  house  con¬ 
nections  made  during  the  year  have  been  109,  making  total 
connections  to  date  370. 


HEALTH. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  been  diligent  in  the  performance 
of  its  duties,  guarding  with  care  the  interests  of  our  citizens 
committed  to  its  charge.  We  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  our 
Health  Physician  and  Registrar  for  a  more  detailed  account  of 
tlie  work  of  the  year 


ROAD  CONSTRUCTION. 

Without  any  appropriation  either  for  the  construction  of 
new  stone  roads  or  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  roads  gen¬ 
eral  work  of  this-  nature  was  necessarily  suspended  early  in  the 
year.  We  have,  however,  maintained  the  roads  in  as  good  con¬ 
dition  as  possible,  using  funds  derived  from  licenses  and  all 
other  sources  available.  We  understand  at  the  coming  spring 
election  our  citizens  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  vote  upon 
the  question  of  providing  funds  for  the  construction  of  stone 
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roads  by  the  issue  of  bonds.  We  believe  onr  community 
would  be  greatly  benefited  if  the  vote  is  favorable  to  authori¬ 
zation  of  the  proposed  bond  issue.  Liberal  appropriation, 
however,  will  be  needed  this  year  for  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  our  roads.  It  is  manifest  to  all  that  their  present  condition 
is  deplorable,  the  direct  result  of  the  failure,  to  make  any 
appropriation  for  this  purpose  last  year.  Should  our  citizens 
authorize  the  issue  of  bonds  as  contemplated  for  new  roads, 
the  money  thereby  provided  will  not  be  more  than  enough  to 
construct  roads  in  streets  not  heretofore  improved. 


WATER. 

The  water  supplied  to  our  community  by  the  Orange 
Water  Company  continues  to  give  satisfaction  both  as  to 
quality  and  quantity.  The  water  is  as  heretofore  submitted 
to  monthly  chemical  tests. 


LIGHT. 

The  lighting  system  has  been  materially  extended  during 
the  past  year,  aild  an  addition  to  the  previous  appropriation 
will  be  required  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  coming  year. 


POLICE. 

Owing  to  the  reduction  in  the  amount  appropriated  for 
police  purposes  last  year,  a  reduction  in  the  force  was  made 
necessary.  Three  policemen  were  dropped  from  the  force 
early  in  the  year.  Upon  the  receipt  of  funds  from  saloon 
licenses  in  the  fall  your  Committee  deemed  it  wise  to  restore 
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the  force  by  replacing  the  men  theretofore  dropped.  The  old 
force  has  been  continued  to  the  present  time  and  should  be 
increased.  If  we  are  to  give  proper  protection  to  outlying 
districts  of  the  township,  it  is  our  opiniou  that  the  appropriation 
recommended  for  the  coming  year  cannot  wisely  be  reduced. 


PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Grounds  lias  given  the  usual 
attention  to  the  care  of  the  park  during  the  year,  and  it  has 
been  maintained  in  a  creditable  and  satisfactory  condition. 
The  old  flagpole  was  destroyed  by  a  heavy  wind  storm  and  a 
new  one  erected  in  its  place.  We  believe  our  citizens  appre¬ 
ciate  very  highly  the  summer  evening  concerts  held  in  the 
Park  the  past  two  years,  and  trust  we  may  have  a  renewal  of 
this  pleasant  feature  during  the  coming  summer.  Very  mod¬ 
erate  financial  assistance  is  required  to  supplement  the  volun¬ 
tary  efforts  of  the  members  of  our  local  band. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Fire  Department,  while  ready  at  all  times  to  respond 
cheerfully  and  effectively  to  calls  for  their  services,  have  been 
unusually  favored  during  the  past  year  owing  to  the  small 
number  of  fires.  We  feel  that  the  present  accommodations 
furnished  the  department  are  most  inadequate,  and  at  the 
earliest  possible  date  suitable  quarters  should  be  provided. 

We  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  for  a  detailed 

statement  of  the  work  of  the  Department. 
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SIDEWALKS. 


Under  instruction  of  our  citizens  the  money  appropriated 
for  sidewalks  has  been  expended  in  the  usual  manner,  but  the 
funds  provided  were  not  sufficient  to  meet  all  applications. 

The  past  winter  has  called  for  unusual  work  of  our  snow¬ 
plows.  If  it  is  desired  to  continue  this  service  two  new 
plows  of  modern  construction  will  be  required  to  provide 
effective  service  for  the  northern  and  southern  sections  of  our 
town. 

During  the  past  year  the  cross-town  trolley  road  has  been 
reconstructed  in  a  very  substantial  and  satisfactory  manner,  an 
improvement  undoubtedly  appreciated  by  our  citizens. 

In  closing  our  report  we  would  state  that  it  has  been  the 
effort  of  your  committee  to  expend  the  inadequate  amount  of 
money  that  has  come  to  the  treasury  so  as  to  yield  the  greatest 
possible  benefit  'to  our  citizens.  The  balance  carried  over  is 
credited  to  contingent  account  and  will  be  exhausted  by  pay¬ 
ment  for  work  heretofore  delayed  on  account  of  the  weather.

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HEALTH  PHYSICIAN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Hon .  Township  Committee : 

The  unfinished  work  in  the  tenement  district .  and  brick 
rows-  has  been  looked  after  during  the  past  year  and  I  take 
pleasure  in  reporting  that  Franklin  Street  and  Newark  Avenue 
rows  are  complete,  and  the  Lake  Street  and  Bloomfield 
Avenue  rows  are  about  finished. 


The  people  begin  to  appreciate  the  advantage  of  a  proper 
plumbing  code  and  the  plumbers  are  living  up  to  the  letter  of 
the  law,  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  all.  Sewer  connections 
are  increasing  in  number,  a  fact  very  pleasing  to  the  Board. 

The  milk  ordinance  passed  at  the  December  meeting  has 
been  productive  of  good  results  and  will  be  of  great  benefit  to 
consumers  during  the  coming  summer. 

The  monthly  examinations  of  the  water  supplied  by  the 
East  Jersey  Water  Company  have  been  satisfactory  and  the 
supply  continues  good. 

As  regards  public  health  the  cases  of  measles  reported  are 
the  continuation  of  the  epidemic  of  last  spring;  taking  these 
out  of  the  report,  the  rest  of  the  year  has  been  remarkably  free 
from  contagious  diseases.
